POPEBY AND ITS P 
From the Autobiography of a Wesleyan 
Min 

« Every Romish Priest arrogates to him- 
sol the power of the spiritual sword, or 

what is called in cannonical phrascology 

“ onsis terrorem,” that is “the sword of ter- 
ror.” By this, the Priest, if he choose, can 
cut off the soul from God himself. And 
this act of excision is performed by with- 
holding pardon; and the doctrine inculeated, 
and received on tliid point is, that God will 
not, yea, cannot pardon any penitent, how- 
ever deep and pungent his contrition may 
bo, unless he has previously obtained par- 
don from a priest. If the ecclesiastics, or | 
priests conspire ainst an individual, and 
resolye on his perdition, nothing can save 
him. This isa power superior to “the 
power of the keys.” 

In the arch 
primatical see of Armagh, attending a Prot- 
éstant place of worship, during divine, or 
religious service of any kind, is declared td 
be an oyert act of heresy; and of course, a 
reserved case; that is, the offender must ap- 
near before the bishop, bittérly deplore his 
heinous sin, and yow ih thé most solemn 
manner never td repeat it. Heis then 
permitted td go td confession inthe usual 
way; and after a good deal of delay, and a 
good deal of penance, he is at length par- 
dened, by the magical power of the words: 
—* Absolvo te in nomine, tlc.” 

Works vfaupertrogition, every one knows, 
are held by the church of Rome. They 
are not considered necessary tosalvation, but 
they are declared to be of great advantage 
to the soul. They yield in fact a kind of 
contingent fund of piety; a great surplus of, 
religion, arising frém an individual eXcess of 
that article, in multitudes of persons, and 
which is distributed through the whole 
church, in order to keep up a mediocrity of 
piety in the whole body, 

I havé known s: [istances, in which 
the arbitrary power of the priesthood has 
been exercised, I need only mention ono. 
It came under my own observation. This 
isit. A widow lady, a member of the 
church of Rome, a weekly communicant, 
was dangerously ill; her life all but des- 
paired of by her physivinn; yet she could 
not obtain parddi, tould not, although she 
was in dying Gircumstances, The parish 
priest, who was also her confessor, withheld 
the rites of the church, without which she 
must perish forever, until shé solemnly 
promised that she would immediately re- 
move her diughter frdm aéchool kept by a 
Protestant lady, and iti which she was an 
Assistant. 

Our adorable Lord sdid that his yoke was 
easy and his burden light: and so mild and 
gracious was he, that he would not break a 
bruised reed, rior quéhch the smoking flax. 
He came to undo heayy burdens, tnd set 
the captive fred: to elevate, enlighten, and 
save mankind, Does the Church of Rome 
walk in his footsteps ? does she imitate his 
conduct? Is she, in her prestnt state ind 
condition, such an orgihization as the Son 
of God would devise, or such an agency as 
he would or could employ for the accom- 
plishment of his divine mission? ‘The hor- 
rors of the inquisition—the tortuous policy 
of the Vatican—the pride, the intrigue, the 
cruelty, the fraud that characterize her op- 
erations—all these sity, no! 

I write not éither in wrath or in malice ; 
and were I so disposed, I could say a great 
deal of the immorality and scepticism which 
T have witnessed and which it is to be feared, 
exists to a fearful extent, where opposite 
principles and practices might be expected 
to prevail. Ihave known young men, in 
minorordors, say janitors, and even exorcists, 
to laugh at tho idea of any miricles being 
performed subsequent to the time of the A- 
postles. I have known some still farther 
advanced, to be very unsettled in the creed, 
and others to be absolutely deistical. I 
have known some that privately condemned 
indulgences, and many that regarded cel- 
ibacy with great dislike and aversion, 

Lit it must be added that I have been 
Heqililinted with some clergymen of this 
class—that is, minorities, who were very 
exemplary young men, and were sincerely 
and ardently devoted to their calling, and 
scruptilously performed all that tas requir 
ed of them. And sdmotig the priests them- 
selves I have knowii some very amiable 
men—some very benevolent—and not a few 
whose walk tind conversation seemed to be 

Itless, dnd who lived and acted undor the 
fluence of a constdnt and powerful convic 
tion, that if saved at all, it must be by their 
own good works. 

My Allusion to a particular cliiss of clér- 
gymen, roquiresa little explanation. In the

Babylon was 60 miles 
within the walls, which were 75 feet thick 
and 800 feet high, with 100 brazen gates: 
The tomple of Diana, atEphesusaccording to 
Pliny, required 220 years to complete it, and 
was supported by 127 pillars, 60 feet high, 
having been raised by y kings, The 
largest of the Pyramids is 481 feet high, and 
658 on the sides. Its base covers 11 acres, 
The stones are about 80 feet in length, and 
the layers are 208. It employed 800,000 men 
in building, The labyrinth of Egypt con- 
ained 800 chambers and 12 halls, Thebes, 
in Egypt, presents ruins 27 miles rolind, and 
had 100 gates, Carthage was 25 miles round. 
Athens was25 miles round, and contained 
250,000 citizens and 400,000 slaves. The 
temple of Dolphos, was so rich in donations 
that it was plundered of £100,000, and Nero 
carried away from it 200 statues, The walls 
of Rome were 13 miles round,

LETTER FROM A R 
OF MERCY. 

The following is a translation of a letter 
written in May last by one of the Russ 
Sisters of Mercy ministering at Sebastop¢ 

“ Only a few days have passed since I 
last wrote to you, and now I could again 
fill at least 20 pages with the events of one 
single night, between Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday.

, and are thought to be of great 
n promoting the health and keep- 
ing up the appetite. Potatoes and turnips 
are sometimes used, but they should first be | 
cooked, as they tend rather to fatten than | 
to strengthen a horse. Apples are readily | 
eaten, and those who have given them to 
their horses speak favorably of their effects. 
As a steady food for the horse, hay and 
oats am tho best, but instead of a con= 
stant use of the latter, the occasional em= 
loyment of carrots, apples, &c., will be rel- 
ished by the animal, and promote his health 
and power of labor. Instead of grain twice 
or three times a day, give one feeding of 
these; ifthe hay runs short, try cut straw 
and meal, with oats occasionally ; for ani- 
mals like to change from one kind of food 
to another, as well as human beings. 

Regularity in feeding is always desirable. 
Plenty of pure water should be supplied, at 
least twice each day. When brought in 
from work, warm with exertion, the horse 
should be rubbed down and then blanketed, 
but we would not blanket a horse in a good 
stable as a general rule, except in extreine- 
ly cold rele: A sharp toothed curry- 
comb is the dread of a fine skinned horse, 
and the brush and straw wisp answer the 
same purpose much better, if used as fre- 
quently as they should be. Mud should 
never be suffered to dry upon the legs of a 
horse ; it is the cause of half the swelled 
legs, scratches and other affections of the 
feet with which they are afflicted. Want 
of air, light, and cleanliness; poor hay, and 
insufficient or indigestible food, are fruitful 
sources of disease—and a proper attention 
to these points will be of far greater service 
in restoring and keeping up health and vig- 
or, than the thousand and one medical rem- 
edies so often relied upon. Proportion the 
food, in amount and character, to the na- 
ture of the service required, and your team 
will not fail you, but will keep in uniform 
order, and be ready in the spring for the 
steady work then called for, and so impor- 
tant to the prosperity of the farmer. 

These hints are intehded to apply mainly 
to working horses—to those kept upon the 
farm for the ordinary purposes of the same. 
Colts and horses notin use, will not require 
the same amount of care, but their comfort 
and thrift should receive attention, as their 
future value depends largely upon the foun- 
dation now laid—Rural New Yorkers 


EXPERIMENT IN FEEDING SHEEP. 

Last winter, having a good assortment 
and liberal supply of roots on hand, and 
having purchased a flock of long-woolled 
native shevp, Idetermined on making an 
experiment for the purpose of tésting the 
relative, or coniparative value of the several 
kinds of vegetables in wintering these ani- 
mals. 

Among the roots there Were the ruta-ba- 
ga turnip, the carrot and the beet, but the 
latter was not used in consequence of the 
animals refusing to partake of them, except 
upon the compulsion of the sharpest hunger. 
The plan adopted was as follow Three 
sheep were confined in a yard, in which 
there was a close shed for feeding, with 
plenty of water supplied from a cistern. — 
Three more were placed in a similar enclo- 
sure, the fixtures of which were in every 
respect precisely the same, and that there 
might be no discrepancy whatever in the 
management of the two parcels, even their 
water was supplied from the same source, 
All the animals were of the same weight, 
In thé morning chopped ruta-baga was 
given to the sheep in one pen, and chopped 
carrots to those in the other. This feed 
was regularly repeated at noon, and again 
at sundown ; the qiautity allowed each 
animal being ona peck (by weight) of each. 
Salt and common house ashes were kept 
constantly {i both apartments, mixed in 
the proportions of one of the former to 
three of the latter. Good, clean leaves 
from the woods were scattered daily over 
the shed bottoms, and a few handsfull of 
fine clover hay kept by them to supply the 
cud. 

The experiment commenced on the 12th 

of November, and was brought to a final 

close on the 12th of the ensuing March.— 

Both sots did remarkably well, as indeed 

might be expected from the careful and 

systematic manner in which they were 

tended and fed; but those kept on carrots, 

gained each cight and three-fourths pounds 

more than those Kept of ae ea In 

Ayfil the six sheep produced six lambs— 
tine healthy ones, which have grown to 
y, and are by far the most valuable 
animals to be found in the flocks to which 
they belong.— Germantown Telegraph.
